Russian radicalism has changed a 
kit since I first encountered it in 
days quite a while before World 
War I. 
I was European correspondent for 
American newspapers at the time, 
with headquarters in London. Liv­ 
ing there in exile at that Juncture 
was Prince Peter Kropotkin, leader 
of his anti-czarist countrymen. He 
was in touch with his home group, 
but had to associate with it at long 
range or face a firing squad In short 
order, for, as I ve previously intim a­ 
ted, the czar was still potent in the 
Muscovite realm. 
I presume there had been sub­ 
versive activity in Russia prior to 
Prince Kropotkin's generation, but 
it hadn't been much organized. He 
systematized it. As a newspaperman, 
I 
made 
his 
acquaintance, 
and, 
through him, established some ex­ 
tremely useful Journalistic contacts 
with ‘ Red” elements not only in 
his own land but also in various 
additional parts of Europe and on 
the Turkish side of the Bosporus, 
where revolution already was sim­ 
mering. 


Intellectual Type 


Prince Kropotkin was the intellec­ 
tual type of a “crimson.** He was a 
delightful chap. HW title dated back 
to some era in the distant past and 
he greatly deprecated it — but it 
•tuck by him. I called him “Pete" 
and he took it as complimentary, 
coming from a radical, which was 
how he classified me. 
Well, I did sympathize with radi­ 
cals in comparison with czarist Rus­ 
sians and old-fashioned Turks of 
grim Sultan Abdul Hamid's regime. 
I don't go so far as to mdor.se all 
Russian 
revolutionary’ 
methods. 
Those boys were perfectly candid 
bomb-chuekers. 
They approved as­ 
sassination of suitable selectees. In­ 
deed, they assassinated a consider­ 
able number of 'em. 
In short, anarchy, as a political 
title, was their motto. 


Concepts Despotic 


Today’* Nazis, Fascists and Span­ 
ish Falangists have their own ideals 
of government—pretty much like 
one another, but affiliated. Their 
concepts, however, are despotic in 
their

ways. 
Communism, 
though, is a good deal looser. Pri­ 
marily its absolutely anti-govern­ 
mental. T hat is. it’# absolutely no 
government at all — no legislation, 
no administration, no police, no 
taxes, no anything whatever 
Even Communism doesn't go this 
far. 
Anarchy does. 
Prince Kropotkin 
resurrected it. dating it back to 
early Christian times.

The president deserves the sym­ 
pathy of the country in the prob­ 
lem he is trying to solve. For what 
he really is up against is the diffi­

Again the president has dele­ 
gated responsibility to one man.

This means, 
as

practical m atter, that the under­ 
secretaries of war and navy, Messrs. 
Patterson and Forreston, will prob­ 
ably sit in the advisory meetings 
and th at the whole thing will be 
run hereafter as before by the Pres­ 
ident and Harry Hopkins, between 
whom there is a closer friendship 
than between the president and 
any member of his peace or war 
cabinets. 
Tile purpose of th* new super­ 
board from a functional standpoint 
is not administrative but policy­ 
making. This is a step in the right 
direction. 
Yet on the board are 
men with immense administrative 
responsibilities—the secretaries 
of 
war and navy and the 
chairman 
of the War Production Board. 


Some day the idea of a board or 
cabinet of men freed from detailed 
administrative responsibilities and 
engaged solely in policy-making will 
take hold, and when that happens 
we shall make 
real progress in 
trying 
to organize 
tha 
national 
government. 
Til* new set-up means, of course, 
that each of the war agencies and 
boards, like those handling m an­ 
power or price-fixing or oil regula­ 
tion or rubber conservation or re­ 
construction finance, will go along 
their accustomed paths. But when 
they enter the area of the unclari­ 
fied and unspecified powers 
th at 
touch on the war effort in general, 
they will have to get their cue 
from Jimmy Byrnes who, in turn, 
will learn what the president wants 
done and issue the proper directives 
or decrees or edicts. For the sad­ 
dest part of wartime Washington 
is that Congress has ceased to su­ 
pervise the disbursement of funds 
or the operations of administrative 
government 
to 
insure 
that

statutes are being obejed or that 
orders th at go beyond the statutes 
are not issued.
